Their  cur¬ 
iosity  led  to  a  conscientious  search  for  its  significance.  They  found  no  word  spelled 
"Feenix  but  did  find  the  word  "Phoenix”. 

According  to  the  dictionary,  "the  Phoenix  is  a  miraculous  bird,  fabled  to  live  500 
years,  to  burn  itself  to  death,  and  to  rise  again  fresh  and  young  out  of  its  own  ashes. 
Hence  it  is  often  an  emblem  of  immortality.” 

Your  staff  decided  to  change  the  spelling  of  our  title  and  to  use  the  "Phoenix” 
emblem.
